Yes, 
through  words  and  pictures  we  hope  to  present,  to  all  readers,  the  Class  of  1964 
—its  students  and  its  teachers;  its  memories  and  its  goals;  its  spirit  and  its  friends; 
its  brief  but  active  life.
